(3) Background Information and the Required Statement 

The USPTO issued a Notice of Allowance on April 22, 2005 for the present application. 
Applicant paid the issue fee on July 19, 2005. The USPTO then issued a Notice of Drawing 
Inconsistency with Specification on August 1 8, 2005 stating that Fig. 8 was in the drawings but not 
listed in the Brief Description of the Drawings in the specification. The Notice of Drawing 
Inconsistency provided a response period of the longer of one month or thirty days from the mailing 
date of the Notice. 

In an attempt to respond to the Notice of Drawing Inconsistency, Applicant filed an 
Amendment Under Rule 1 .3 12(a) on September 13, 2005 to amend the Brief Description of the 
Drawings- The USPTO issued a Response to Rule 3 12 Communication on September 28, 2005 
disapproving Applicant's amendment because it was made after the payment of the issue fee. By 
that time, the response period for the Notice of Drawing Inconsistency had passed and the present 
application became unintentionally abandoned. 

After consulting with both the Examiner and the Office of Petition, Applicant learned that 
the proper response to the Notice of Drawing Inconsistency would have been to file a petition to 
withdraw the present application from issue along with a Request for Continued Examination and 
an amendment to correct the Brief Description of the Drawings.
